ABOUT JOBS 


Newark is a city of 400,000 people with a 
population of between 50% and 60% Negro. Yet 
it’s labor force remains, even in unskilled and 
semi-skilled jobs, predominently white. 


Although the teasons are many andcomplex, 
there are certain basic factors that must be con- 
sidered. 


A survey taken in Octobe: 1967, showed 
over 85% of those living in the Central Ward 
believed job discrimination to be a fact and, 
blamed their lack of productiveness on atti tudes 
developed as a result of discriminatory treat- 
ment at the hands of hiring bosses, supervisors 
and foremen and the State Employment Offices, 
to name a few. 


In the early 1800's other ethnic minorities, 
especially the Irish and Italians, also com- 
pleined of job discrimination. As these groups 
became assimilated into the various work for- 
ces, strong labor unions were set up, and com- 
plaints of discrimination gradually died down 
until they ceased altogether. 


It is now the time for the Black Man to be- 
come fairly assimilated into the work force of 
our cities and our suburbs. 


From past experience, it is obvious that 
normal methods of approaching this problem 
have not been successful in reaching the hos- 
tile and alienated indi vidual. 


Some of the reasons for 
this failure are obvious:
